Shoes Manufactured Here Are 
In Demand. 


MR. WM. ERANKEii’S TRIP 


One St. Louis House Wants the Entire 
Output—The Savinir Larffe In 
Matter of Ereigrht. 


W m . Franken, manager of the 
Sedalia Shoe Manufacturing C o. ’s 
plant, left last Wednesday, intend­ 
ing to visit St. Louis, Keokuk, 
Davenport, Des Moines, Omaha, 
Lincoln, Topeka and Kansas City, 
for the purpose of soliciting orders 
for the goods that will be manu­ 
factured next spring, summer and 
fall. 
On arrival in St. Louis, how­ 
ever, Mr. Franken found one house 
that was willing to take his entire 
output for the period stated, or 
even more than he could furnish, 
so the contemplated trip to other 
points was abandoned and the gen­ 
tleman returned home, 
Mr. Franken is now employing 
forty hands.

he is manufacturing, men’s bro- 
gans, is made in only one or two 
other factories west of the A lle­ 
gheny mountains, and in purchas­ 
ing of the Sedalia company the St. 
Louis jobbers save 5 per cent in 
the matter of freight alone.
